The proposal of the curling club 
to put up a building in connection 
with the Community Centre was 
then discussed and it was decided 
to withhold further discussion of 
their proposals until the architect 
had been contacted. In any case the 
entire cost of a curling rink will be 
assumed by the curling club. 

Later the Council visited Wetaski- 
win, Ponoka, Lacombe, Alix and 
Trochu, viewed their covered rinks 
and discussed plans, costs, etc. with 
the builders. Much valuable infor- 
mation was gathered from the trip 
with respect to the type of arena 
which would be the most satisfac- 
tory. 

The necessary cement for the 
foundation of the covered skating 
rink has been purchased and as 
soon as the ground can be surveyed 
work will begin. 

Meetings of the council will be 
held weekly, and members are de- 
termined that Didsbury shall have 
a covered skating rink this coming 
winter.

WHAT IS “INSPIRED DEMOCRACY?” 


The word “democracy” has suffered much discredit 
from two causes. First, it has been misused and twisted | 
by extremists of right and left who have made it by turns 
a butt for their gibes and a clock for their totalitarian 
aims. Second, it has sometimes stood for nothing much 
except inefficiency because we, who inherited the benefits 
of democracy, have failed to live in a way that makes 
Cee possible. ¢ 

For democracy in its true sense can only be made up 
of those who deliberately prefer the good of the whole to 
their own selfishness. Its essence is not the wide sharing 
of privilege but the wide sharing of responsibility. The 
strength of democracy is thus the strength of human 
character. But the evidence of history teaches that, even 
at its best, human character is not enough. 

And so today we must look beyond the purely human 
conception of democracy to the further vision of an inspir- | 
ed democracy in which every individual not only contri- | 
butes his own best but is also instructed and guided by | 
God Himself. 

Inspired democracy will not come about by the action 
of a few leaders appealing to the self-interest of the 
masses, playing down to human nature instead of pointing 
men to their true destiny. It can and will come to the 
leaders and to the millions of ordinary people and families 
through the new quality of lite and the new teamwork 
which God gives to those who listen to Him and obey Him. 

In an inspired democracy every individual enjoys to 
the full the “perfect freedom” of obedience to the still 
small voice of God—freedom to realize his highest ideals 
and the best that is in him. In an inspired democracy every 
individual, whatever his background or brdin power, has 
an equal chance of playing a decisive part. For everyone 
can listen to God. And everyone whose heart is willing 
can be used by God here and now in the remaking of the 
world.

OPPOSES RAIL RATE BOOST 


The Saskatchewan livestock in- 
dustry is earning $7,500,000 a year 
for Canadian railways, and cannot 
stand a 30 per cent freight rate in: 
crease. This statement was made by 
George W. Roberton, secretary of 
the Saskatchewan Wheat Pool, in a 
brief presented to the board of 
transport commissioners in Regina 
last week. The Saskatchewan Wheat 
Pool was speaking for the livestock 
producers of that province, as it 
operates a livestock commission de- 
partment along with its extensive 
grain handling business. Mr. Robert- 
son said, speaking for the Pool’s 
livestock operations, an increase of 
30 per cent in rail rates would mean 
an impost of nearly $10 million on 


the livestock branch of the  pro- 
vince’s agricultural economy, and 
the only source from which the 


amount could come was from the 
livestock shipped. The producers 
would have to pay the cost.
